Although an Honor Code was adopted in 1949 at BYU, it did 
not become a specific set of rules of behavior as it is known today 
until 1972. President Wilkinson was in the process of reviewing 
the entire approach to student discipline at BYU when Dallin H. 
Oaks. took over as president in 1971 and completed the task. 

Since 1972, the majority of the changes to the Honor Code have 
been regarding the dress and grooming standards. These standards 
were formally implemented in 1959. Before 1971, women could 
not wear slacks on campus, and it was not until 1980 that women 


Gary Beus, a statistics professor, said the big change he remem- 
bers was when the administration allowed female employees at 
BYU to wear slacks in the winter months in 1979. 

“T had a colleague at a bank that changed its policy to allow 
women to wear slacks at the same time as BYU,” Beus said. “He 
told me, “Pretty soon it seemed like they were wearing their paja- 
mas to work,’ and so they changed their policy back to require 
dresses.”

The current Honor Code, revised in 1991, allows students to 
wear knee-length shorts and skirts, and students are not required 
to wear socks, but must wear shoes.

Students, faculty discuss aspects of BYU’s Honor Code

Every good campaign needs a great poster, and BYU’s 
new Honor Code campaign is no exception. With Karl G. 
Maeser as its poster boy and his-famous chalk circle story 
as an anthem, the campaign is sure to turn a few heads. 

The new poster, titled “Circle of Honor,’ shows Maeser 
standing in front of the Maeser Building, encircled by a 
white chalk-ring. The bottom of the poster bears Maeser’s 
famous words: : 

“T have been asked what I mean by word of honor. | will 
tell you. Place me behind prison walls — walls of stone 
ever so high, ever so thick, reaching ever so far into the 
ground — there is a possibility that in some way or anoth- 
er I may escape; but stand me on the floor and draw a 
chalk line around me and have me give my word of honor 
never to cross it. Can I get out of the circle? No. Never! /’d 
die first!” 

President Gordon B. Hinckley related Maeser’s story of 
honor in an address to the BYU community in October. 
After President Hinckley’s address, Alton Wade, vice pres- 
ident of Student Life, suggested that Maeser be central to 
the new Honor Code campaign. 

“Dr. Maeser personally exemplified the principles 
embodied in the Honor Code. His statement on what it 
means to have honor should be the standard by which all 
of us at BYU measure our own commitment to that impor- 
tant principle. Honor is, after all, the basis of our integrity, 
which is the basis of our character, and character deter- 
mines who and what we are,” Wade said. 

Richelle Andersen, Honor Code advisor, said Maeser is a 
perfect example and one who is deeply rooted in a tradi- 
tion the BYU community can relate to. 

“We need to center on how the Honor Code is central to 
the development of character,’ she saidy “because character 
building is such.an important part of a BYU education. 

“Everyone has their own circle of honor,’ she said. 
“We’re introducing the idea of a Circle of Honor by taking 
it from Maeser’s chalk circle and relating it to students 
who come to campus and become part of their own circle 
of honor.” 

Andersen emphasized that compliance with the Honor 
Code now will bring benefits later. 


“The Honor Code makes students great contributors to 
the world of work,” she said. “They won’t be faced with 
ethical dilemmas that will be very challenging because 
they will already have the tools and principles. to make 
moral decisions. 

“The Circle of Honor campaign is about helping people 
realize that the Honor Code is not a set of oppressive rules, 
but it is a community standard that prepares us for leader- 
ship in our Communities, our world of work, our families 
and of course, the church,” she said. . 

Andersen noted that the new campaign is ‘a more positive 
approach to the Honor Code than campaigns in the past. 

Andersen said the poster of Maeser is the first of several 
that will deal with the Circle of Honor theme. Future 
posters will aim at making relevant applications to stu- 
dents’ lives and will ask them to make an assessment of 
where they stand in their commitment to the Honor Code. 

The new poster will be unveiled by President Bateman 
today at 12:30 p.m. in the foyer of the Maeser Building. 
The unveiling marks the kick-off of the Circle of Honor 
campaign. Students are invited to attend the unveiling. 

Steve-Hansen, a senior from Fremont, Calif., majoring in 
gtaphic design, created the poster. Hansen, who works for » 
Student Life Creative, designed the poster to fit ideas from 
the Honor Code Office. 

“I knew my clients were the Honor Code Office and 
Student Life,” Hansen said. “They gave me certain icons to 
use on the poster, including the quote, and I had an image 
in my head of what it would look like.” : 

Hansen said he really admires Maeser’s quote. He thinks 
the new poster has an aesthetic value that other Honor 
Code posters have lacked. 

He said he hopes this poster will promote better attitudes 
toward the Honor Code. 

“T think the Honor Code has an admirable focus,” he 
said. “I hope this poster will help students think along the 
lines of that focus.” 

A framed copy of the poster will remain in the foyer of 
the Maeser Building permanently to remind students of 
their commitment to the Honor Code. The poster will be 
displayed at various locations around campus, in individ- 
ual departments and in on-campus housing facilities.

US. aircraft shot down by Cuban fighter planes 


MIAMI — Cuban government fighter planes shot down two small aircraft 
Saturday belonging to an exile group flying off the coast of Havana, officials 


said. 


The U.S. Coast Guard and Navy were searching international waters for four 
people who were on board the Brothers to the Rescue planes, said Coast Guard 
Lt. Cmdr. Mark Woodring. A third plane in the group was not hit and returned 


safely to Miami. Officials said there was no debris or signs of survivors. 


“Something very tragic, that we have dreaded for a long time, I believe hap- 
pened today,” said a tearful Jose Basulto, head of Brothers to the Rescue and 


the surviving pilot. “I feel we lost our first pilots.” 


President Clinton dispatched F-15 fighters to protect search and rescue opera- 
tions. He demanded an immediate explanation from the Cuban government. 
“I condemn this action in the strongest possible terms,” Clinton said in 


Seattle. There was no mention of the attack on Cuban newscasts. 


It was not ciear whether the three Cessna 337 Skymasters had flown over 
Cuban territory, and Clinton did not know the location of the planes when they 


were downed, 


Local herees rescue 4 in SLC house fire 


SALT LAKE CITY — Three men were hailed as heroes after rescuing four 
people, including an infant, from a fire that destroyed a Sugarhouse home. 

No one was seriously injured in the blaze, which caused $100,000 damage to 
the house and its basement apartment. Sharon.Tucker, 41, a resident of the 
house, was treated for smoke inhalation, and a cat inside the home suffocated. 

Neighbor Pat Riley, 30, and friends Don Langdon, 34, Provo, and Brennan 
Peterson, 30, Fruit Heights, were credited with rescuing Tucker and her down- 


stairs neighbors, a young couple and their baby. 


“What these ordinary guys did is of heroic proportions,” said Capt. Jeff 


Stansfield, a spokesman for the Salt Lake City Fire Department. 


Langdon and Peterson had spent Friday night ‘at Riley’s home so they could 


get an early start on a weekend ski trip to Park City. 


At about 5 a.m. Saturday, Riley was awakened by his barking dog and saw 


flames shooting from the front windows of the house across the street.

have distinct responsibilities

Two organizations, the Honor Code 
Office and the Honor Code Council, 
help students understand and comply 
with BYU’s code of conduct. 

The Honor Code Council is a peer 
group that educates the campus com- 
munity about the code and works 
with students who commit minor vio- 
lations, said Richelle Andersen, advi- 
sor to the Honor Code Council. 

The Honor Code Office is staffed by 
a group of professionals who deal 
with more serious problems, said 
Kenneth Sumpter, director of the 
Honor Code Office. 

“The main purpose of our office is 
to help students learn,” Sumpter said. 
“We hope that all students who grad- 
uate from BYU will live by their 
word of honor. We work with stu- 
dents to help them understand what 
that means.” 

The four counselors employed by 
the office have advanced degrees in 
counseling and therapy, have many 
years of experience dealing with stu- 
dents and are faithful members of the 
church, Sumpter said. 

The office doesnot conduct investi- 
gations, Sumpter said. The counselors 
only react to referrals. 

“If we perceive something unfortu- 
nate has occurred, we’ll sit and coun- 
sel with a student and talk with them 
about why that behavior is inappropri- 
ate for a BYU student,” Sumpter said.

Suspects held in Florida tourist shooting 


MIAMI — Three people were arrested Saturday in the fatal shooting of a 
Dutch tourist at a gas station, after police found an important tip among the 
hundreds they received. 

The suspects — two teen-agers and an adult — were charged with first- 
degree murder and robbery, according to Metro-Dade police. The vehicle that 
the alleged robbers used was confiscated. 

“This sort of thing can’t go on. We have to send the message out internation- 
ally that this type of thing won’t be tolerated. We have to put these animals 
away, said Dade County Commissioner Bruce Kaplan. 

Charged were Max Brazley, 16, Barry Chandler, 20, and Xaviein Bendross, 
16. Chandler also is charged with possession of firearms by a convicted felon. 

Tosca Dieperink, 39, was sitting in the passenger seat of a rental car with the 
windows up and the doors locked when she 'was shot once-in the upper torso 
Friday morning. 

Her husband, Gerrit-Jan, had pulled into a Shell Oil station to ask directions 
in the Liberty City area of Miami. The neighborhood is known for its crime 
and was the setting for fatal riots in 1980.

“I’ve been to the military, to the Red Cross, everywhere, but I have no more 
information,” Magomadova says, her cheeks wet with tears. 

Reports of Chechens disappearing began to surface shortly after Russia sent 
40,000 soldiers to Chechnya in December 1994 to crush a 3-year-old indepen- 
dence drive in the largely Muslim southern republic. 

Nicolas Borsinger of the International Red Cross said there are three main 
categories of missing: those killed during fighting but not found, people 
imprisoned in unknown locations, and captives “disappeared” in the “most 
Latin American sense of the word.” ;

She says he was arrested Jan. 9, 1995, as he tried to carry out the body of 
their elder brother, Maula, who was killed during Russian bombing raids on 
Grozny, the Chechen capital. 


Hussein honors assassins of his sons-in-law 


BAGHDAD, Iraq — Two men killed while gunning down fraq’s most 
famous defectors — Saddam Hussein’s sons-in-law — were hailed as martyrs 
Saturday and honored with a state funeral. 

A ted, white and black Iraqi flag was draped over the attackers’ coffins as 
they were paraded through the streets of Baghdad in an open hearse. 

Saddam’s government harshly denounced the dead defectors, Hussein Kamel 
al-Majid and his brother Saddam Kamel al-Majid, as “failed traitors.” 

The defectors were among nine people shot dead when clan members stormed 
their home Friday, unleashing a gun battle in a middle-class neighborhood in 
the southern part of Baghdad. 

The shootout brought an end to the bizarre saga of the al-Majids, both top- 
level officials who defected to neighboring Jordan six months ago and vowed 
to topple the Iraqi leader. They returned to Iraq with their wives Tuesday in the 
apparent belief they had been forgiven. 

The Iraqi media portrayed Friday’s attack as a spontaneous uprising by the al- 
Majid clan, or extended family, against the defectors, for staining the family 
honor. 

But outside Iraq, Saddam’s critics blamed the slayings on his government. 

The Iraqi media eulogized two slain attackers — cousins of the defectors — 
as “heroes who met martyrdom while chopping off the heads of failed traitors.” 
They were later buried in Tikrit, Saddam’s hometown north of Baghdad. 

There was no mention of burial plans for the defectors, their father Kamel al- 
Majid, and their younger brother Hakim, who also were killed in the raid. 

In addition to the six members of the al-Majid clan killed in the gun battle, 
three passersby, including a child, died when they were hit by stray bullets, the 
official Iraqi News Agency reported. 

The al-Majids were the highest ranking Iraqi officials ever to defect.

“There is no non-artist,” 
said. 

He added that the sense of artists’ 
individuality is primarily a product of 
the Western culture.

The second concept of collaborative 
art is that creating art should support 
the community. By letting people 
work together, collaborative art 
accomplishes this goal.

Peres said Israel would strike hard at 
Islamic Jihad and Hamas, the two 
leading Palestinian groups opposed to 
the Israel-PLO autonomy agreement. 

“The struggle with terror by Hamas 
and Islamic Jihad is long and difficult, 
but I have no doubt that we will win 
this struggle even though there are 
victims,” Peres said. 

Israel has accused Arafat’s security 
forces of not doing enough to rein in 
the Muslim militants. 

In a first protest, Israel canceled a 
visit by Arafat to the West Bank town 
of Nablus on Sunday, Palestinian 
sources said. 

The attacks came at a sensitive time 
for the government — at the start of a 
campaign for elections May 29. 

While running ahead of his hard- 
line opponent Benjamin Netanyahu, 
Peres is likely to lose support as a 
result of the attack to right-wingers 
who want to slow down or halt the 
peace process.

Irish protesters 
call for cease-fire

BELFAST, Northern Ireland — 
Church bells pealed throughout 
Ireland on Sunday as tens of thou- 
sands called upon the Irish 
Republican Army to stop its killing. It 
was the most widespread protest 
against IRA violence in two decades. 

In downtown Belfast, 10,000 
demonstrators chanted “Cease-fire 
now! Give us back our peace!” fol- 
lowing the IRA’s decision to end its 
17-month cease-fire with a bombing 
in London. 

Thousands. more delivered the same 
message in 10 other Northern Ireland 
towns, and’ an estimated 60,060 
marched in the Irish Republic. 

“We are not going to allow the agen- 
da for this democracy to be set by the 
army council of the IRA,” said Irish 
Prime Minister John Bruton in a 
peace march from his hometown 
church in rural County Meath. 

“This secret organization, whose 
membership is unknown, who are 
accountable to no one, who do not 
stand before the public to get approval 
for what they do, has no right to act 
on our behalf. And the people of 
Ireland are saying: Stop,” he said. 

In Dublin, U.S. Ambassador Jean 
Kennedy Smith joined a 25,000- 
strong rally in College Green, where 
three months ago President Clinton 
addressed a crowd confident that the 
IRA cease-fire would last. 

In Washington, Clinton threw his 
support behind those calling for 
peace.
